The Government has adopted the recom- 


mendations of the Home Office Committee, 


and the Summer Time Act will be enforced 
during the present year throughout Great 
Britain and Ireland. “Summer Time” 


will begin at 2 o’clotk on the morning of

‘+ What is Fritz’s little game?” asks the 
Spectator this week with an uncharacter- 
istic outburst of frivolity. It is a ques- 

ion which the strategists in every country 

aré asking, and to which they are return- 
ing a variety of answers. Thus the new 
Russian War Minister evidently expects 
that another attempt will be made on the 
Riga line, for he says: “ The enemy 15 
threatening the capital.” Hindenburg has 
always been an Easterner, ard it 1s easy 
to see that, for dynastic as well as mili- 
tary reasons, the Kaiser might authorise 
him to strike a blow which, if successful, 
would paralyse the Revolutionary Govern- 
ment in Russia and enable the pro-Ger- 
man reactionaries to raise their heads 
again. 


But Rome believes that the attack will 


be made on the Italian front, where 
Austria is said to have massed forty divi- 
sions and to be only awaiting the arrival 
of the reserves which Germany is supposed 
to have acquired through shortening her 
line in Picardy. This, again, is in theory 
a somewhat attractive proposition, since 
Italy has not too many soldiers to spare 
to meet such an onslaught, and might, if 
it were made, be obliged to abandon her 
threat to Trieste. 
Italian papers are declaring that the re- 
serves of Italy's Allies ought to be massed 
in her defence. 

With all due deference to this natural 
anxiety, I fancy that Italy will be amply 
safeguarded by the employment of the 
French and British reserves where they 
now are on the western front. Fritz can- 
not play his little game, whether in 
go gal Russia or the Trentino, without 
casttng an uneasy lance over his 
shoulder at his own back-door in the 
west; and it is evident that Sir Douglas 
Haig and General Nivelle intend to give 
him no breathing-space.

UNSURPASSED COURAGE. 

The attack on the night of the 7th was. 
checked, but the quality of courage shown by 
our men has never been surpassed in war. Im. 
mediately the first pontoon was lowered over 
the ramp the whole launching party was shot, 
down in a few seconds. it was a bright moon- 
light night, and the Turks had concentrated 
their machine-guns and rifles in the houses on 
the opposite bank. The second pontoon had 
got into the middle of the stream, when a 
terrific fusillade was opened on it. The crew of 
five rowers and 10 riflemen were killed, and the 
boat floated down the stream. 

The third got nearly across, but was bombed 
and sank. All the crew were killed, but ther 
was no holding back. The orders still held to 
secure the passage. Crew after crew pushed of 
to an obvious and certain death. Each crossin» 
party was exterminated in the same way, ani 
the pontoons drifted out to the Tigris to floa: 
past our camp in.the daylight with their 
freight of dead. 

The drafts who went over were raised hy 
volunteers from other battalions in the brigade.

The Board 
issued a warning circular, and threatened 
one board of guardians with legal proceed- 
ings, as a result of which it 1 " happy to 
report ” that “there is now (March 3lst, 
1f °* a general disposition to carry ont 
ths aw.” During the same year there 
was an increase of over 3,800 in the total 
number of primary vaccinations performed 
by poor law medical officers, “ and progress 
is at present being made towards reducing 
the excessive number ef defaulters.” The 
Board's report for last year has not yet 
issued, but we have serious 
doubts whether that progress has been 
maintained. We are informed that in 
many districts the local bodies have re- 
fused to prosecute for default, and that 
the Local Government Board has taken no 
action. We have good authority for the 
statement that in County Wexford the 
number of defaulters runs into thousands.

APPEAL TO THE WELL-TO-DO, 

An active campaign is to be undertaken 
throughout the whoie country by the National 
War Savings Committee, at the request of the 
Mimstry of Foods, with the object of reducing 
food consumption by the adoption of voluntary 
rallonuiny. 

his campaign, it is announced, will be first 
of all directed towards the rich, as it 18 ielt 
that until the well-to-do and middle classes have 
made every sacrifice that can reasonably be ce- 
manded of them it would be unfair to approach 
the poor, many of whom live below, and not 
above, the rations. These well-to-do sud muadie 
classes will be urged to leave the bread and 
potatoes and other cheap and easily cooked 
1oods 16 the poor, banishing them as tar as pos- 
sible from their houses, in favour of the more 
expensive foods, and those which, being more 
ditihoult to prepare, are beyond the reach of the 
por. 

A card has been prepared for display in the 
windows of houses. lt reads: “in Honour 
Bound, We Adopt the National Scale of Volun- 
tary Kations.” By means of house-to-house 
canvass and in other ways efforts will be made 
to induce all householders to display thia card 
prominently in their windows. 

In many places, co-operative or communal 
kitchens will be set up, to effect the economies 
which would follow on such a system of cooking 
food. From these kitchens people will be able 
to purchase ready-cooked food at, prices very 
little higher than they would pay for the same 
foods uaccoked. 


THE MILK SUPPLY. 

The maintenance of the supply of milk is of 
the highest national importance, and it is recog- 
nised that maximum prices have been fixed 
which may, if the difficulties of dairy farmers 
in rease, have the effect of discouraging produc- 
tion. The President of the Board of Agricul- 
ture and the Secretary for Scotland have ac- 
cordingly conferred with the Food Controller 
on the subject, and have agreed to the follow- 
ing. statement ;— 

“he orices to bo fixed for next winter will 
be considered by the Agricultural Departments 
in good time before the period for making con- 
tracts arrives so as to make the maintenance of 
milk production certain and commercially pro- 
fitable in comparison with other branches of the 
iarming industry.” 

The Food Controller is issuing an Order 
amending the Price of Milk Orders, 1917, so 
that the increase in prices sanctioned by those 
iirders is based on the summer prices of 1914 
inatead of those of 1915.

Between the Somme and the Oise our troops, 
following up their success, joined battie with 
the enemy, who fought for every foot of 
ground, and threw him back a distance of about 
one kilometre to the north of Grand Seraucourt 
and Gibercourt.

To the north of Soiscons there was little 
change during the day. We found numerous 
German corpses in the trenches carried by us 
yesterday to the north of Margival 

A German long-range gun, shortly before noon 
to-day, dropped a number of heavy shells on 
the town of Soissons” There was fairly lively 
artillery activity in the region of Berry-au-Bac 
and Rheims, as well as in Alsace, near Le Violu, 
south of the Co! St. Marie~ 

Aviation—During the 25rd Adjutant Ortolli 
brought down his fifth German aeroplane. To- 
day our anti-aircraft guns accounted for an 
enemy machine, which fell in our lines near La 
Veuve (Marne). This afternoon a German sea: 
plane, flying in the direction of Firatat, was 
captured at sea. The two aviators were taken 
yrisoners. On the 23rd one of our aeroplanes, 

ying at a low altitude, bombarded the aviation 

round at Marimbois, north of Thiaucourt. A 
big fire broke out in the sheds, which collapsed. 
During the night of the 22nd our squadrons 
dropped 1,100 kilogrammes of bombs on the 
workshops at Thiouville, and in the Briey Basin, 
as well as on the railway station of Conflans. 

Sunday Afternoon-—During the night we made 
fresh progress north of Grand Seraucourt, in 
the direction of St. Quentin, 

Between the Somme and the Oise the night 
was relatively caim. Prisoners taken by us 
during yesterday belonged to seven different 
regiments. On the eastern bank of the Ailette 
we advanced appreciably south of Chauny, and.

Nevertheless; they say, it is evident that for 
some time after the war agriculture must be 
ecriously affected by the conditions which have 
prevailed during tho war. Any inducements 
and assistance which the farmers receive now 
to keep their fields cultivated or to cultivate 
additional land will bear fruit in the post-war 
period, and may even be considered as direct 
steps towards the object we have in view. 
We trust, therefore, that we shall not be 
sidered to have passed beyond our legitimate 
eubject when we express our conviction that 
farmers need, and deserve, all the help and 
encouragement which His Majesty's 
ment can possibly give them at the 
ume. 

The experience of the war has shown that 
the dependence of the United Kingdom on in- 
ported food has already involved the countrys 
in especial difficulties, and in the future may 
become a source of real dancer. We 
found that it hes increased the cost of the 
war, eggravated the dificult problem of regu- 
lating foreign oxchaege, and absorbed an un- 
due proportion of the tonnage of the mercan- 
tile marine at a time when ite services have 
been eo sorely needed for other purposes. Wo 
are conscious also of the possibility of a de. 
velopment in the construction of the sub- 
marines which in a future war might make 
impossible a continuous supply of food to the

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The Sub-Committee'’s principal recommenda- 
tions are thus summarised :— 

We recommend that the State should fix a 
minimum wage for the ordinary agricultural 
labourer in each county, guarantees to the 
farmer a minimum price for wheat and oata, 
and take steps to secure the increase of pro- 
duction which is the object of the guarantee. 

The cereal crope are the pivot of agricul- 
ture, end we do not consider that dairy and 
stock farming will in any way be,gprejudiced 
by our proposals. Moreover, as we have al. 
ready stated, thease very important branches 
of the agricultural industry can be more, not 
less, advantageously conducted_on arable land 
than on graes land. in the United Kingdom 
there ia land so adapted to pasture that its 
retention in grass can be defended on economic 
grounds. There is also grass land the soil of 
which is a clay eo sticky that, in the climate 
of these islands, under the plough, a scason 
car only be got upon it once in three or four 


| interests of the Btate demand that 


years, and there is other land where the climate 
conditions render the harvest precarious. It 
would be useless to plough such iand. Of 
the remaining grass land a large proportion 
could be ploughed up with advantage to the 
farmer, the landowner, and the State. The 
more land 
should be put under the plough, and any land- 
owner and dairy or stock farmer who choosece 
to convert part of his grass land into arable 
could at once obtain the benefit of the guar- 
antee, and, af the same time, increase the 
output of his particular products. 


TAX ON IMPORTED FOOD. 

“ We have no authority to consider the fiscal 
policy of the country as a whole. Our refer- 
ence, though a very important one, is strictly 
limited, and we confine our report to an 
answer to it. At the same time, we think it 
right to put on record our opinion that if the 
Staie, for reasons of goneral policy, were to 
adopt a tariff on manufactured goods, then a 
tari corresponding in degree with the neces- 
sary differentiations between the products of 
the Empire, of Allied, and of other countries 
should be imposed on imported food-atuffs. 
such ‘as dairy produce, meat, and corn, and 
that special consideration should be shown to 
the produce of the more intensive forms of 
agricuiture (of which fruit, and hops, and 
flax may be ciled as examples), where the 
capital invested and the annual expenditure 
in cultivation, and the proportion of that ex- 
penditure on labour are particularly large.” 

Wheat and cats are two cereals which are 
most unportant from the point of view of 
human food. Much land in Ireland and Beot 
land and Wales and the North of England 
can in normal times be more profitably em- 
ployed to grow oats than wheat. What the 
State wants is more land. under the plough, 
and if the guarantee be given for oats as well 
as for wheat, without doubt more land will 
be put under the plough than if the guaran- 
leo be given for wheat only, 

GUARANTEED PRICE FOR WHEAT 
AND OATS. 

In times of emergency much of the oat land 
could be made to grow wheat, and we, there- 
fore, recommend that the guarantee should be 
given in respect of oats as well as wheat. 

We have, after full consideration, decided 
that a guarantee may dispensed with as 
regards the barley crop. The operation of the 
guarantee is intended to encourage, in the first 
place, the production of human food, and in 
the second piece the extension of the arabie 
area, By securing 6 remunerative return for 
the wheat and oat crops it will become 
sible to bring under the plough ail the land 
which should be Rlemahed, for there is pro- 
bably no land in the British Isles which ean 
grow neither wheat nor outs buí ean grow 
‘parley. For this reason we consider that 
arable farming will be sufficient] safeguarded 
without @ guaranteed price for barley. 

WAGE BOARDS. 

The Sub-Committee further recommend that 
Wage Boards should be seb up for each ad. 
ministrative county in Great Britain, for if 
they thought it desirable, after consulting 
local opinion, the Government departments 
coneerned (which im this case should be the 
Boards of Agriculture) might, the Sub-Com.- 
mittee consider, constitute one Board for two 
or more administrative counties, or for parts 
of two or more counties. Every opportunity 
should be given for wage Boards in neigh- 
houring counties to confer together, and if 
they think fit to submit joint recommenda.

Letter from Mr. Moreton Frewe.

need. But to take the hatchlings, as I heve 
seen done, and plunge them out of the hatching 
troughs into frigid river-water in the month of 
March—how few will survive any such treat- 
ment! “here is another aspect hardly less im- 
portant.

SUPPLIES OF FARM MACHINERY. 

The folowing warning was issued by the De. 
partment of Agriculture in Dublin last night :— 

ft has become of the utmost importance that 
immechate steps be taken to secure stipplies of 
tava tpi ts aud machinery adeded in ‘this 
gountry. Manulacturers and agents are meeting 
with ab tai demands ou account of moreased 
tillage; atid it is already apparent that diffi- 
culty will be experienced in supplyimg all the 
háplemenfs and machinery required during the 
season. Those who delay giving their orders 
now will very probably ba unsuccessful in ob- 
taining their requirements later on while transit 
delays will be inevitable. Arrangements musi, 
therefore, De made at once by merchants and 
agents for obtaining supplies of harrows, corn 
drills, mowing whaciines, horse rakes, swathe 
turners, tedders, haycock lifters, reapers and 
binders, binder twine, sharpening files, thresh- 
ing machines, and potate-diggers, Farmers mus 
place their orders now with local merchants 
or agents, who should pass them on immediately 
to the manufacturers. Masufacteurers will thus 
be enabled to clear out their present stocks, 
acd obtain raw material for the manufacturs 
of additional supplies. 


SUPPLY OF ARTIFICIAL 
MANURES. 

As the Department of Agriculture have re: 
eeived numerous inquiries regarding the df: 
oulty of procuring artificial manures, they con- 
sider it advisable to make the following an- 
nouncement:-The Department cannot under- 
take to supply manures to farmers, nor are they 
iu & position to secure supplies for merchants 
from the imenufacturers. The accumulated 
stocks iu the hands of Irish manufacturers ab 
the beginning of the season have been practi- 
cally cleared out, and deliveries are now limited 
to the weekly output, which is about 3,500 tons. 
being made to secure the unpors 
of sufficient raw mineral phosphate to permit 
of this output being maintained, and, if pow 
sible, supplement it by the sale of 2 to 1 mix- 
ture, Manufacturers are doi their utmost to 
meet the demand by distributing their weekly 
output as evenly as 
chants throughout Ireland. Farmers would, do 
well to place their orders now for supplies and 
give their local merchants as late a date aa 
possible for delivery, so that the manures, ua 
they become available, may be distributed to 
the best advantage.
